THE DEATE BY EXFLOSION.

The explosion of the boiler of 8 steam
shovel on the Pittsburg and Lake Erie road,
at Fallston, yesterday,added itself to the list
of futalities from that cause which s al-
ready beyond the limits of computation.

The details of the explosion, so far as re-
ceived, do not permit any decisive opinion
as to the responsibility attaching to it. But
the reflection which forces itsell upon the
mind, in coonection with all such eveats, is
that at this day of the world, the seience of
stosm engineering should be able 10 conduct
operstions, 50 as to be wholly beyond the pos-
sibility of explosions. ‘While immediate
negleet or eulpability may not be apparent,
somewhere or other, either in the making,
mnsagiog or handiing of that boiler, there
mwust have been a fault

1t ts to the prevention of &ll such fatali-
ties as are preveniable, that society shomld
gddress itself. Theprosecution of industry
ought pot to require the sacrifice of human
1ife that is now made to it.

WALEERE BLAINE'S DEATE.

The sudden death of Mr. Walker Blaine,
from a severe sattack of the epidemic in-
finenxs, will eall out the universal sympa-
thy of the public, without regard to party
feelings, for Secretary Blaine in the loss of
the son who was always nearest to him in
official and political life. Mr. Walker
Elaine's public reputation was of course
only a reflection of that of his father, The
public knowledee of him was that he was
an estimable yourdg man, full of industry
and ability, and devoted 1o the interests of
his father. Every one will join in regret-
ting the sudden terminstion of a ecareer
marked by promising snd commendsble
gualities. To the Secretary of Siate the
death of his favorite son and closest com-
panion for the past few vears will be a
keavy blow.

ENFORCEMENT, NOT LAW, NEEDED.

Governor Lowery, of Mississippi, is ex-
hibiting s very common tendency just now
in ealliog upen the Legislature for more
stringent laws against prize-fighting. Yet
no one more than the Governor is in =
position to perceive that so long as a
Biste will not enforee the laws which it al-
ready hes, it 15 useless to pass new ones. It
3= powsible to go throngh the motions of en-
forcing & law without actually deing it.
When a Judge sentences a eriminal and
then di auisses him to pro~tice his illegal acts
in other Siates,or when a contractor of State
labor gives out that if the en have to serve
out their sentences he will see that they
have & good time, the example of hanling
the priee fighters back to Missixsippi does
not exercise much of a deterring influence
on that offense.

If Govermor Lowery wants fo siop
prise fighting in Mississippi be can do so by
seeing that the present law is enforced. Let
him see that the sentences of the courts are
curried out in earnest, and when those who
have charge of Btste prisoners announce
that they will practically nullify the pen-
alty of the law, let him see to it that
such persons, however influential, sball
bave & severe lesson as well. I he does
that, prize fighters will stesr clear of Missis.
sippi bereafier. But when ope law is use-
less becanse it is not enforced, the passage
of further dead-letter logislation is little
betier than idiocy.

EELLING MONOPOLIES.

In aocordance with what appears to be the
wecepted theory at Washington, that it is
neccssary for the Government to granta
monopoly for the Alaskn seal fisheries, the
course of Secretary Windom in putsing that
privilege up to the highest bidder is the
only one that could bonestly be taken. Buat
it is not, as some people appesr to consider,
sn advance in administration to go back to
the feudsl system of selling Government
mopopolies. The sale of just such privi-
leges was considered one of the legitimate
methods of government under the Tudors
and Bourbons, and their results were among
the causes which led to both the Euglish
wsnd French revolutions, Even if there were
w0 ofther way of preserving the seals, it isa
question whether the revenne from seal-
skins is sufficient recompense for a reversion
o the idea of getling revenues from monop-
olies. Bul as the seals could be preserved
by establishing s close season covering the
greater purt of the year, with payments for
licenses in take seals during the open
season, the resort to the sale of a monopoly
cannot be regarded as progress, but is rather
& retrograde movement.

POINTS ABOUT POETS.

If all men could come to the age of
eighty years with such contentment, cheer-
fuloess, pesce and sanity as invests the
Autocrat of the Breaktust Table, longevity
would be a grester privilege it is. Dr. Oli-
wver Wendell Holmes is & grand example of
a man with & young heart in anold body,
The tissues may be triturated, the joints less
fiexible, and the circulation of the blood
msy be more languid, but Dr. Holmes' mind
swings slong at the old guit that earried
him out of the ruck of writers as long ago
@ 1858 Soch meotal virility in the even-
ing of life is not unprecedented, but it is un-
wsual., As wefiod it in bim, and iz sueh
an allaronnd leader as Mr. Gladstone, this
survival of the mental powers is most re-
markable.

Dr. Holmes writing of this very subject
in the Atlantic Monthly—and most graceful
is all his goasip ““Over the Teacups”—gives
some statisties which show that the popular
impression that poets are not & loog-lived
rage iz hardly sustained by facts. From
these siatistios, it appesrs that twenty
English poets lived to the aversge age lo
fity-six years, and a little over. The eight
Americans on the list averaged seventy-
ikree and & half, peurly, and they are not
all dead yet. The sverage of the whole list,
incloding Greek, Latin, Italisn, German,
Awerican and Eaglish was sixty.two years.
B0 Dr. Holmes exclaims “Our young poets
need pot be alarmed.” They esn remember

that Brysnt lived to beeighty-three, thet |

leck seventy-seven, while Whittier is living
at the age of nearly eighty-iwo.

Tenayson is still writing at eighty, and
Browniug has but just left us after o life
vigorous until ifs end came nt seventy-
seven. Dr. Holmes s poet himself whose
Iyre is still in exeellont tune, flourishes like
a preen bay tree at eighty. Verily the
prosaic side of life seems more deadly than
the postic. And yet so often we hear the
poet grombling sbout his hard fate A
young lion of the magazines bas been lifting
up his voiee in great distress lately, beg-
ging us to ace what s beggarly showine the
proceeds of his poetry made upon his ledger.
Az we do pot know his name we canmot
judge whether six dollars a week, the size of
of bis income, were his deserts. Mout of our
magazine poets would be overpaid with
such a stipend. If they mre not poets they
should take to pork-packing, digging
ditches or some other congenial parsuit; but
if they are poets they have the satistaction
of knowing that long life is sssured to them
and in the end more than six dollars & week
will be their reward. Longfellow it may be
remembored left an estate worth over one-
third of & million.

ELECTRICITY AND CABLES.

A very interesting and timely interview
on the relative adaptability of the electric
and cable motors appeass elsewhere from Mr.
Rice, the engineer of the Citizen’s and Cen-
tral Troction roads. The difference between
the two methods is stated there tersely snd
clearly.

On the one hand the capabilities of thecable
rosds, their regularity of performance and
the certainty with which they do their work
is & clearly known and demonstrated quan-
tity. It requires a large investment to start
one, but whea started it requires practically
no more power to trapsport 1,500 people in
an hour than to trausport 500,

On the other haod, the pussibilities of the
electric ronds are large but infefinite. There
is less expense in the investment, more elas-
ticity in the running of cars, but more doubt
as 1 the cost snd success of operation. Mr.
Rice correctly says that the storage battery,
if made successful, will be the ideal motor;
but its successtul use on the high gesdes of
Pittsburg streels is as yet s matter of ex-
treme doubt.

The cable roads have been demonstrated
to be an immense success in Pittsburg. The
practical and full trial of the electric roads
is about to be made. Iif electric roads can
do as much for the ecily as the esble rosds
have done, they will command an immense
suteess.

NES. POTTER'S DISAPPOINTMENT.

For the present the American stage must
elevate itself if it ean; Mrs. Jame: Brown
Potter declines tocome fo its assistance.
She has left the English stage also to its
own devices, and has ssiled for Australia
presumably with a view to rasing the wind
on the stage there, rather thau the stage
itself It is observable that Mra Potter is
in a disagreeable frame of mina.
